LONDON, Jan, 9—The remain- | 
ing positions held by the allies on 
Gallipoli peninsula, have now 
been abandoned, with the wound- 
ing of only one man, among the 
British and French, according to | 
an official statement tonight. 
This news has been expected for | 
several days by the keener ob- | 
servers of the Near Eastern cam- 
paign, for the removal of the 
troops from Anzac and Suvla Bay 
‘three weeks ago left no strategic 
udvantage in the retention of the 
tip of the peninsula, Neverthe- 
less, the news will be received 
with a pang of regret by the peo- 
ple of the British isles, as well as 
by the colonies.

First British Troops Land, 

The first contingent of British 
troops under command of General Sir 
Jan Hamilton, small in numbers, land- 
ed at Sedd-El-Bahr April 26, but not 
Without heavy losses. French troops 
landed on the Asiatic side, but they 
Stayed there only three days. The 
Freneh subsequently formed the left 
wing of the ‘British om, Sedd-E!-Bahr, 
Meanwhiie the general bombardment 
of Turkish positions by the battle- 
ships was resumed, 

Early in May other British troops 
landed on the north side of the penin- 
sula near Avi ‘Burnu, which  after- 
ward became to ‘be known as Anzac 
Cove. The name was taken from the 
initials of the Australian, and New 
Zealand army corps which comprised 
the landing fore Their object was 
to cross the peninsula and cut the 
communications of the Turkish divi- 
sions at Sedd-El-Bahr and storm the 
Turkish forts on the Gallipoli side of 
the Narrows. thus opening the way 
for the safe entrance of the British 
fleet They sustained terréble losses 
during the landigg, and the troops 
found themselves in a sort of bow) 
whose brim bristled with machine 
guns. It was a ease of entrenchment 
immediately and almegt from that 
moment the fighting settled down Into 
trench warfare. which was maintained 
until August 6, when reinforcements 
landed, again with great casualties, in 
the famous Anzac and Suvla Bay po- 
sitions,

one of the divisions of the Suvla Bay 
expedition to accomplish the task as- 
signed to it prevented them from driv- 
ing it home.

Suffragettes Hold Demonstration 
in Hyde Park, London, on 
Sunday

LUNDON, Jan. 9 (9:40 p.m.)—Suf- 
fragettes held a demonstration in 
Hyde Park today to protest against 
the compulsion bill, Addresses were 
made by numerous speakers, male 
and female, from five platforms 
around which large crowds gathered. 

There was considerable heckling of 
the speakers from the crowds, and 
soon after the ‘beginning of the suf- 
fragetie demonstration a group of 
men weariog Derby armlets organ- 
ized a counter meeting nearby where 
speeches favorable to compulsion con- 
tinued as long as the suffragette 
speakers held out, 

The crowds were in good humor, 
and the meet! broke up without 
any viglence after the suffragettes had 
passed resolution against conscrip- 
tion and imdustrial compulsion and 
demanding a more democratic form of 
government in which the women shall 
have a vote,

The provision io the government 
plan, that a child, orphaned or other- 
Wise, who, owing to mental or phys- 
ical infirmity, is incapable of earning 
a livelihood, may have the pension 
eontinue tntil the chold igs twenty-one 
years of age. but that it should then 
cease, requires consideration, as the 
question, of the childs future should 
not be left at loose ends ag at present. 

Appended to this report is a copy 
of the existing Government Pension 
Act, together with a proposed new 
scale, Which it is hoped may prove 
more satisfnetory, and ts suggested 
with that object in view. .

It would be an economy were the 
government to make provision where- 
by all mea who have lost a limb or 
part of a limb were furnished with an 
ortificial sunstitute of the best manu 
froture, made and fitted at the earliest 
“possible opportun.ty.. Germany is un- 
derstood to be doing this, Irance is 
doing ft and probably England; but 
in any case, there can be no doubt 
that it Would bring about exceilent re- 
sults, both forthe man himself as well 
as fer the government—hut especially 
for the man, for with such appliances 
he would be able to do work which 
otherwise he could not undertake, 
There should, in addition, be some 
provision by which men #6 injured as 
te be unable longer to follow their or 
iginal trade or occupation, would he 
taught, systematically and thorough- 
ly, some new trade, so that ‘by it they 
could, in the future. support them- 
selves and their families, A man, who 
Was a plasterer or Hricklayer, could 
not if severely Jamed, well continue 
in either of such callings, but if un- 
der forty, and intelligent and fairly 
well educated, he-might easily, if the 
government. would -provide to teach 
him, and to support meanwhile both 
him and his family, become a profie- 
lent pr.nter or -claar maker, or learn 
some other form of sedentary trade, 
and so. by-his own efferia, eventually 
keep himself as comfortably by his 
new occupation as he formerly did by 


his old one, 
The selection of men suitable for 
such training would require muen 


ire and judgment, but would well re- 
pay the trouble, It cannot be insisted 
upon too strongly thar the men must 
be tought a ren) trade, and taught it 
properly, so that they could apply for 
work as competent mechanics, able to 
fil posit.ons satisfactorily; the coun- 
try has no need and no place for ill- 
trained workimen, 

To -teach &® manu new trade, or 
merely to find him a job on his return 
home, are two very. different things, 
and should not be confused; the one 
aims so to set him om, his feet that 
he can look after himself, the other is 
merely tiding over a temporary diffl- 


To turn out on society a lot of men 
who, through no fault of thelr own, 
are largely inefficient. and capable for 
the most part only of doing odd jobs: 
would be a very bad thing for the 
community, and the worst possible 
thing for the men; every effort should 
be made therefore, to put them back 
into the ranks of labor, well equipped 
and competent. It goes without argu- 
ment that to get men as far as posal- 
ble into such physical condition that 
they can earn a livelihood by their 
own efforts, is by far the best way of 
essisting them, 

lt is possible that a good many peo- 
ple are disposed to think that the 
problem of providing for disabled sol- 
diers can be solved by the establish- 
ment of soldiers’ homes, No doubt, in 
due time, such homes will be estab- 
lished, But this will not solve the 
whole problem. They would be of uge 
only for single men, The breaking up 
of a family by sending the father to 
live in a home, perhaps far away, Is 
not to be thought of. Moreover, even 
jf this were done, some provision 
wou.d have to be made for his wife 
ond children. 

Another plan. which somo have had 
In mind, is that the inadequate pen- 
sic \ow contributed by the govern- 
ment should ‘be augmented by means 
of public subser:piions. Such action, 
however, would be a niistake in every 
way. It would be an admission that 
the government of Canada is unwill- 
ing properly to maintain the wounde | 
ond disabled soldiers who have made 
the utmost sacrifice to serve and de- 
fend the Empire. It would, besides, 
place upon a portion of the commun- 
ity a burden which should be borne 

the whole There wou'd arise, 
moayoover, a tendency to regard it. as 
a charity, whereas the payment of a 
pension honorably earned is a matter 
of publie justice, It js, therefore, ne- 
cessury to state with emphasis, that 
the duty of supporting the dsabled 
men should. and must, be undertaken 
solely ‘by the government, and that 
whatever is pecessary for this purpose 
must be paid out of the revenues of 
the country, 

We should at 


onee face the fact, 
that while the burden. will be cheer- 
fully undertaken by a grateful coun- 
try, it will not ibe a Hght one, It could 
not he left to the chanees of public 
appeals from time to time on behalit 
of men who have established a per- 
manent right to publie support, Tor 
twenty, thirty, forty, and, © seme 
cases ,even for filly years, this sup- 
port must be elven, and’ it must be 
rown frem a source absolutely stable 
and secure. We owe our defenders 
no less than this, We must save them 
from oth the humiliation and tho 
vicertanity of public charity, and give 
them permanent and adequate ‘secur- 
ity from want. paid them mot as 4a ta- 
vor, but ag @ right, for it- would be an 
vnpardonable insult to a body of men 
it the payment of a pension carr ed 
with it the faintest trace of charity 
or at least suspicion of patronage, 
Surely. it 's not fanciful to suggest 
that there is laid Upon us whe are nol 
‘nh the fine Une an obligation real 
end definite to dedicate ourse'ves, to 
the extreme Hmit of. our ability, to 
taking care of the men and of the 
tamilies of those, on whose protection 
ond. sacrifices we are now depending
